Not 
only has there been criticism among 
the miners, hut what Is more Impor- 
tant, there exists much cause for criti- 
cism and complaint To such an ex- 
tent Is this true that we feel It incum- 
bent upon us to say that w6 can not 
with any degree of contentment or sat- 
isfaction, continue to work under pres- 
ent conditions. 
v However, we repeat 


that the Interests Involved are so vast 
that we are not willing to break off 
negotiations without first making fur- 
ther effort to reconcile our differences. 
We, therefore, propose that further 
conference or conferences be held be- 
tween now and the first of April. If 
this suggestion meets with your ap- 
proval, we shall be pleased to arrange 
with you a date upon which our Joint 
committee may be reconvened." 


Socialist Demonstration. 


Berlin, March 19. — One hundred and 


four Socialist meetings which were 
held in Berlin and its suburbs for the 
purpose of commemorating the revo- 
lutionary outbreaks of 1848-49 and pro- 
testing against tbe three-class suffrage 
system of Prussia, passed off with 
complete quiet. The police authorities 
took no special precautions, as the So- 
cialists by their demonstrations ot 
Feb. 21 had proved that it was their 
disposition to keep order. The meet- 
ings were addressed by Herr Bebel, 
leader of the Socialists in the relch- 
stag; Herr Bernstein and other mem- 
bers of the relchstag, aad several 
women Socialists. 


Under Martial Law. 


Great Falls, Mont., March 19.— The 


strike of the coal miners at Leth- 
bridge, Alberta, Canada, has caused so 
much uneasiness among the citizens 
that they have called upon the Domin- 
ican government io render assistance. 
The northwest mounted police have 
been placed in control of the town and 
martial law practically prevails. This 
action appears to have irritated the 
miners still further and the citizens 
fear grave disorders. More than 500 
men, members of the union, are OB 
strike, and there are still 100 at work 
under police protection.

New York, March 19. — In his ser- 


mon Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst 
referred to the recent killing of Moros 
and President Roosevelt's congratula- 
te^' dispatch to General Wood. "Con- 
sider," he said, "the easy and self-sat- 
fled way in which we regard the mow- 
ing down of the savage and semi sav- 
age In the Philippine Islands, when 
they stand in the way of the national 
purpose, of which, after eight years of 
'benevolent assimilation,' we have Just 
had a most startling and heartrending 
example In the bombarding to death 
of 600 men, women and children, col- 
lected In a crater in the Moro islands. 
There are two things to be said about 
the jubilant congratulation sent by tho 
chief executUe to General Wood. The 
first is In reference to the designation 
of tho performance as a 'brilliant feat 
of arms.' Basing our estimate on the 
reports rendered by General Wood It 
was no more a 'brilliant feat of arms' 
than smoking bees out of a hive or 
rats out of a nest. But a far sadder 
feature of the executive communica- 
tion to General Wood Is that it con- 
tained not one word of s>mpathy, one 
note of tender distress, in view of the 
indiscriminate slaughter perpetrated."

Washington, March 19. — Europe 


takes two-thirds of the exports of the 
United States and supplies practically 
one-half of the Imports, says a bulletin 
Issued by the department of commerce 
and labor. Of the $1,021,000,000 worth 
of merchandise sent to Europe In 1905 
$2:J9,000.000 was manufactures, 
the 


other $782,000,000 worth being largely 
foodstuffs and manufacturers' mater- 
ials. 
In 1000 the exports to Europe 


crossed the billion dollar line, and 
since then have averaged about $1,- 
050,000,000 per annum. In 1000 the 
exports to all sections of the world 
other than Kttropo wore $354,000.000 In 
value; In 1905 they were $49S,000,000. 
the growth since 1900 in exports to the 
non-Huropean 
coiinttles having pro 


portionately been greater than that to 
Ktirope.

Failure to Equalize the Values of 


Listed Property* 


Your attempts to enforce tho taxa- 


tion provisions of your constitution 
have resulted in a double failure. 


1. You have failed to secure the 


listing of all personal property. 


2. You have failed to assess all 


listed property at its true value in 
money. 


There are now pending In the Gen- 


eral 
Assembly 
bills 
based 
upon 


a complaint that the owners of cer- 
tain classes of property are not pay- 
Ing their fair share of taxes. Hefore 
these bills are given serious consid- 
eration, those who seek relief from 
taxation through a demand that valu- 
ations be Increased on others' prop- 
erly should be required to show that 
their own property Is assessed for 
taxation at Its full and true value in 
money. If this be not done, and their 
demand be granted, it will result in 
enabling them to escape a still larger 
share of taxation than they are now 
dodging by means of their own under- 
valuations. 


By the terms of the law, the-owner 


of any property that Is assessed at 
less than its true value In money es- 
capes the payment of his fair share 
of taxes by means of such undervalu- 
ation. 
In the light of tbis fact, the 


most pertinent question of the day is: 


Why have you found It Impossible, 


during a century of experience, to de- 
vise rules and methods for making 
valuations of all property for the pur- 
poses of taxation, and to secure pub- 
lic officials with sufficient honesty, 
Intelligence and courage to make all 
valuations as required by your state 
constitution? 


The answer to this question will 


not be found in the Incompetency of 
members of the Gegeral Assembly, 
who enact such laws, nor in the in- 
competency or dishonesty of public 
officials whose duty It Is to enforce 
the laws and to correct tho valuer 
tlons placed by owners upon their 
property listed for taxation. It will 
bo found in the Instinct of self-pres- 
ervation, deep-seated In human na- 
ture, which makes all men kin. Every 
taxpayer knows that if he values his 
own property at Its true value in 
money he will have to pay more than 
his fair share of taxes because other 
taxpayers do not so value their prop- 
erty. Ho also knows that he can not 
BO list his property and pay the uni- 
form rate upon such valuation with- 
out having his business destroyed. For 
these reasons undervaluation begins 
with the taxpayer. It is conlirmed by 
the boards of assessors, who seek to 
dodge a share of county and state 
taxes for their resnectlve districts by 
holding down aggregate valuations. 
Fundamental Cause of Undervaluation. 


The cause of an evil must be under- 


stood or the remedy devised for Its 
cure will not be effective. The error 
in taxation legislation of attempting 
to secure the listing of all property, 
the assessing of all property listed at 
Its true \alue in money, and the levy- 
ing of a tax upon such value at a uni- 
rate springs from the superficial ay- 
sumption that failure to list property 
and the undervaluation of the prop- 
erty listed Is wholly due to selllsh- 
ness and dishonesty. 
• The cause of theso evils is moro 
forceful than a mere desire to dodgo 
tho payment of a fair share of taxes. 
The course taken is compelled by the 
injustice of the laws requiring the 
listing of all property, the valuation 
of all property at its true value In 
money and the assessment of taxer. at 
a uniform rate upon such valuation. 
Secretion and undervaluation arc the 
only weapons of defense a taxpayer 
can use to protect his business from 
spoliation that would Inevitably re- 
sult from a partial enforcement ol 
such laws. 
Partial 
Enforcement of Laws the 


Cause of Greatest Inequality 


and Injustice. 


Every Intelligent taxpayer knows 


what would happen to him If the laws 
should be strictly enforced »* to his 
property and not to the property of 
all others.

property of the other taxpayers Is not. 


A careful examination of tbis state- 


ment should convince you that the 
evils of secretion and undervaluation 
can not be remedied without chang- 
ing the taxation provisions In your 
state constitution. It should also sat- 
isfy you that a proposition to force 
complete lifting and full valuation 
upn one class of property, while leav- 
ing conditions for all other classes of 
property unchanged. Is monstrously 
unjust. 
Being so convinced, as an 


honest man you will indignantly re- 
pudiate the assumption that you will 
become a party to such injustice, be- 
ing bribed thereto by the bagatelle of 
benefit 
that may accrue to 
you 


through any possible reduction in 
your own taxes thus secured. No 
man who honestly and intelligently 
dcr.lres just and equal taxation can 
stand for such a proposition. 


The Best Policy to Pursue. 


Tou can not !>ave a system of just 


and equal taxation without properly 
amending your state constitution on 
the subject of taxation. It is, there- 
fore, wise statesmanship and sound 
public policy to cease patchwork leg- 
islation 
and 
concentrate all effort 


upon securing the necessary amend- 
ment to the constitution and 
the 


formulation of a system of taxation 
that will be just and equal for every 
interest, that will so diffuse the bur- 
den of state and local taxation that 
no taxpayer or class of taxpayers will 
be undervalued or overtaxed in com- 
parison with all others. 


I know such a sytom can be de- 


Tlsed. I know of no service of greater 
value that can be rendered to tho peo- 
ple of the state than to clear the way 
of all obstructions and to devise and 
put such a system into successful op- 
eration. 
The possession of such a 


system will do more to attract busi- 
ness enterprises to the state than the 
advertising of all other advantages it 
possesses. •

sured that in this whole matter there 
Is but one purpose to be served, ami 
that Is: "To make Ohio the best state 
IrTthe Union in which to earn a liv-

• The Utmost Care. 


Columbus, O.—The Ohio State Jotir- 


cal editorially comments on the im- 
portant work of drafting bills for pre- 
sentation to the legislature. Among 
other things. The Journal says: 


The draft of a bill to be presented to 


the legislature for enactment into law 
Is an important task. . Not everyone 
can do it. 
Most of the bills offered 


are cumbersome, compjlcated. Illogical. 


The point is to make the real pur- 


pose of a statute definite and strong, 
and then build about it such appli- 
ances as may be necessary to carry it. 


Drafting legislation is serious work, 


and only those who have made a 
science of it should be permitted to do 
It There should be some instrumen- 
tality besido tho vaulting ambition of 
the Inexperienced legislator to formu- 
late a duty for the people to observe. 
There has been much trouble on this 
score. There has been much lack of 
profitable legislation, because it was 
tot properly attended to. It 
would 


pay the state to spend thousands of 
dollars to hara its legislation 
run 


through scientific hands before enact- 
ed, rather thnn trust It to inexperienc- 
ed and empiric.il treatment , 


One of the most serious tasks per- 


formed by the Ohio State Board of 
Commerce is that of preparing bills 
for the legislative hoppor. Every bill 
presented by this organization Is re- 
vised and thnrouehly criticized by ex- 
perts before it is Introduced. The best 
lawyers pnss upon legal points and 
able men thoroughly conversant with 
the Impact of proposed laws pass upon 
their applicability and practicability. 


All of the bill* drafted by the Ohio 


State BoarJ of Commerce now before 
the legislature went through this win- 
nowing process. Only pertinent mat- 
ter Is carried In (ho several nionsur^s. 
Amon* tho most important of the 
bills initiated by the Ohio State Board 
of Commerce arc the Thomas banking 
bill; tho Bronson primary election 
Mil; the Bron»on county 
depository 


bill: thp Minteer child labor bills and 
the \Vertz resolution to amend 
tho 


constitution. 


ID addition to this valuable ser*tee. 


DtrTnbers of bills are inferred by the 
Ohio State Board of Commerce to its 
committee for Inspection and sugges- 
tion. In this way the board Is render* 
ing service of hleh value in many di- 
rections to aid the securing of the

uesd to tell men in the Sunday school 
that the earth was only about 6,000 
years old.

world's thought about the earth and 
man. and their respective ages. 


There were, of course, geologists 


before Charles 
Lyell—born 1797,

research. 


The full title of Lyell's great book 


—published in 1830-32—"The prin- 
ciples of Geology: an Attempt to Ex- 
plain the 
Former Changes of -the 


Earth's Surface by , References to 
Causes Now In Operation," will 
of 


itself afford us a very clean insight 
into the character and purpo^s, 
of 


Lyell'i* labors. 


In the "Principles of Geology" Ly- 


ell showed that • the geologic past 
finds its explanation 
in the present 


state and 
tendency 
of 
things—in 


what we see going on around us we 
may behold that which brought the 
earth to its present condition.- 
- - - ^ 


In the words of Le Conte, there 


was a time—not many decades ago— 
whim all things, the origin of which 
transcends our ordinary experiences, 
were supposed 
to 
have originated 


suddenly and without natural process 
—to have been made at once, out of 
hand. There was a time when, for 
example, mountains 
were supposed 


to have been made at once, with all 
their 
diversified forms 
of beetling 


cliffs and thundering waterfalls, or 
gentle slopes and smiling valleys, just 
as we now find them.

Such was the so-called "Cata- 


clysmic" theory, according to which 
the main agencies in geologic changes 
were earthquakes, volcanoes, sudden 
subsidences, etc.

Falls and Gorge, the Grand Canyon 
of the Colorado, and other equally 
imposing earth-features make it ex- 
ceedingly improbable that the earth

18," as the overwhelming majority 
of people 
of Lyell's time firmly be- 


lieved. 


Lyell at the same 
time 
pushed 


back to an almost immeasurable dale 
the advent of man on the eartn. 


He 
showed that

caves and river drifts, in rock strata 
and alluviirm. obliged the predication 
ol an age for man of many hundreds 
of thousands of years. 


Not the least of the wonderful re- 


sults of the publication of the "Prin- 
ciples of Geology" was the refutation 
of the old belief concerning death., 


When Charles Lyell was born prac- 


tically everybody believed that death 
appeared in the universe on account 
of "Adam's" transgression 
to the 


"Garden of Eden'* some 6,000 years 
ago. 
In other words, 
that "every 


pang that convulses the frame of ev- 
ery created being, every 
passion or

row and until the snow clears away 
so they can find food for themselves. 


Tho Advocate 
knows of a citizen 


who has kept a number of shelves 
rc:*ularly provfdeil with well selected 
corn for red birds for the past nine 
years. The shelves aro so constructed 
that some of them escape from being 
covered with snow, and this arrange- 
ment always provides ample food for 
the cardinal songsters, regardless of 
adverse 
weather 
conditions.

shelves aro regularly swept off every 
few weeks and fresh corn replaced 
The man's observation is that the rod 
bird population of Newark has greatly 
increased in consequence of his pro- 
vision for his birdship's sustenance.
